may elect to enforce his or her rights under one
of the Acts but not both. Now my question is this,

as I remember years ago in the old cruel common law

system, if you went ‘and got...  you had a different

| remedy, you could get one writ and you could get
another writ. But if you chose the wrong writ and
lost out you were just out of luck. Now I wonder,

I'm asking you this question, Representative Reilly,
what is the reason for saying that if you initiate

an action, it doesn't say that you get any remedy

that it's just that if you bring an action under one
Act and for some reason you don't get any redress that
you are prevented from enforcing your rights under any
other Act. Why was that Amendment added and why is
this limitation on the rights of people to enforce their
rights in the Bill?"

Reilly: "The answer is several fold. PFirst of all it

isn't a limitation. If the Bill doesn't pass they won't

have a right of action come July 1. That Amendment was

It has been condemned by the...the Governor, so
I would hope that the Governor would be lining up
all his folks in the Legislature to vote 'yes' on
this Amendment. Because I know the Governor believes
that these mandates should be fully funded also.
I surely do, I hope you'll vote 'yes' with
Mrs. Hallstrom."
Giorgi: "Representative Pierce, on the Amendment."

"Yes, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the
Hou§e. I agree with the previous speaker. These
monies were
: already expended by the school districts
of our state pursuant to a mandate. Not one they
made up but one they made up but one we imposed upon
them. The mandate for special education of all
handicapped children in our state, some of these funds
were expended for non-public schools and special
education institutions where the child could not be
adequately in the public school. Some of these funds
were for extraordinary special education in the
public school. Both under programs that I sponsored
into law back in the 1960's. Others were for special
education summer programs. Programs where the school
districts have spent the money pursuant to our mandate
and now a mandate of the federal law as well,
PL 94142. We're not appropriating money here that
they're going to spend in the future, we're only
reimbursing them for money that they have spent, not
because they wanted to but because we mandated that
they spend it so that every child in our state,
regardless of the nature of his handicap can achieve
an education up to its potential. And I think it's
now our obligation, as we have in the past, to

reimburse these school districts throughout our state
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for the money that they expended for handicapped
children pursuant to our direction and mandate."
Giorgi: "Representative Peters, on the Amendment."

"Mr. Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen of the House,
I rise to stand in opposition to the Amendment offered b
the distinguished Representative from the North
Shore. This Bill was heard in Committee, the
Appropriations Committee, it did not receive sufficient
votes to be approved by that Committee. A motion
was heard by this House to discharge that Committee.
That motion failed. This Bill comes back a third
time like Lazarus from the dead, to once again be
considered by this House. The funds that we appropriate
for special education are in fact the law. If
we appropriate 100 million dollars, that is what the
school districts have to spend. 1If they end up
spending 110 million dollars, the 10 million dollars
extra that they end up spending is a problem that they
have. If we end up starting this kind of process,
what you are in fact saying to the school district is
you have a blank check. If you spend 100 million,
120 million, 150 million, 200 million, whatever
you end up spending, come into next year and we will
give you the funds. Now, if that's what this House
wants to do, if that's the House posture you want to
put this Committee into, then you certainly will want
to vote in support of the Amendment made by
Representative Hallstrom. I don't think that was the
purpose of the law. I don't think that's a part
of the deliberative process in the Appropriations
Committee or before this House, and frankly, I
don't think that's the. kind of fiscal management
or accountability that this General Assembly wants for

itself or would demand of any school district or
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any local government or an entity at all. Further,
why, if in fact there is such an inequity as some
people claim, why don't we go back and reimburse the
school districts for what they spent in excess in
1979 or in 1978, or in 1977 or in 19762 Why not
go back for the last 20 years and refund them whatever
they paid in excess. This is an area we are embarking
onto that I think causes very serious kinds of prcblems.
Frankly, another part of the problem is putting it on
this...this Amendment on this Supplemental to the
Illinois Scholarship Commission in my estimation
also causes some danger and some problems for this
Bill once we get it to the Senate and in Conference
Committee. I leave it to the wisdom of the House
and the Members here as to what they think is
right and what kind of precedents. they want to sek
for the Assembly in terms of funding all of these
school programs. It is not in the budget, it is
not a part of the approved program, it is in fact
a reimbursement to the school districts for what
they spent over what we appropriated. If you
want to do that, give everybody anything they want
over the appropriation, then that's a judgment
that you have to make but that's a judgment also
that's going to have to come back and haunt this House
when we have to start talking about cutting back
programs in places or tax increase, one another.’
Thank you, Mr. Speaker."
Giorgi: "Representative McGrew, on the Amendment."

"Thank you very much, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and
Gentlemen of the House. As the Sponsor of thé
Bill I would like to perhaps clarify some statements
and make some things a little bit more clear.
Representative Peters basically is correct. However,

there was some inaccuracy in that this Bill, or this
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Amendment would provide that the state would fund
special education as it says in the statutes.
We are not giving anyone a blank check. This is
specifically what we told the school districts, by
law, that we would provide. &and in that regard it's
an excellent Amendment. To be quite honest the
Governof of this state has campaigned that we need
to pay for everthing that was mandated and in that
regard he deserves this appropriation on his desk.
However, all of that notwithstanding, let me point out
that this is for fiscal year 1980. The school
districts have already set up their budgets. It
is something that would be coming afterwards, after
the school year is already over and I think that is
not particularly the best wisdom, the wisest course
to follow. I think much more reasonably, what we
need to do is to appropriate all of the monies necessary
to fund it in the future. And for that reason I'm
going to vote 'no' and resist the Amendment even

though in theory it definitely should have been on."
